All the big steel mills in the Chicago 


—were dark last night. Between 75,- 
000 and 80,000 men were out on strike, 


Gary the strikers had damaged the pig 
furnaces to such an extent that it may 
cost the company $1,000,000 or more 
for repairs. The strike is on in earnest. 

Two hundred men went to work in 
the Gary mills at 6 p. m., where ordi- 
narily 5,500 take up the shift. At the 
midnight shift only a handful appeared, 
stragglers, most of them bosses or old 
Old Timer Explains Damage. 

It was one of the old timers who 
told of the damage to the furnaces. 
There are. seventy-two open hearth 
furnaces in the mills. They cost $90,- 
000 each to build. It would require 
$180,000 to replacé any one of them, 
The steel is melted in these furnaces 
and should the fires go out the steel 
and the slag would.clog up the fur- 
nace, and could not be reméved. The

Here, however, there were only a 
few slight skirmishes between pickets 
and men ing to work. When the 
street cars stopped at the entrances 
and the men got.off the pickets rushed 
toward them, trying to keep them from 
going in. The police were always 
present, however, to shove the pickets 
back, Not a club was drawn, not a 
blow struck. ; 

But when Mayor W. F. Hodges was 
informed of the matter he consulted 
with union officials. As a result the 
500 pickets were reduced to fifty and 
ordered to keep on the sidewalks. —

Rome Doesn’t Want tal 
lans to Spill Italian 


LONDON, Sept. 22 .-—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—The Italian govern- 
ment has appealed to the allied powers 
to send an allied foree, exclusive of 
Italians, to drive D’Annunzio out of 
Fiume, according to a report here to- 
night, which is considered reliable. 

It is understood that the American 
naval: authorities who cofitrol the op- 
erations in the Adriatic have declined 
any assistance pending final decision 
from Washington or the peace — 
gates in Paris. 


Must Have Allies’ Aid. °

How Strike Started. . 

The strike began with the demand 

of the transportation men of the Mid- 
land for increased wages.

It connects with 
half @ dozen roads that run into Chi- 
cago, but, say its officials, because it 
hauls the coal such a short distance, it 
gets little of the freight receipts. 
/ When the men asked for more 
money, say these officials, they asked 
the regional director for a bigger share 
in the receipts. The regional director 
was agreeable, but the director: general 
overruled him, and the road could not 
pay the men. 

. The wage increase would amount only 
to $4,100 a year, but the working condi- 
tions called for in the demands would 
entail an additional expenditure of

His views 
had been sought by Representative 
Good of Iowa, chairman of the com- 
mittee, because of his activity in bring- 
ing about the establishment of a budget 
system in Illinois. Omar H. Wright, 
director of finance of Illinois, also was 
a witness before the committee. _

estimates had been  codrdinated, 
checked over, and cut to the lowest 
possible point. He suggested that the

He declared that in order to make 
the system effective it might be well 
to remove some of the “spending 
bureaus” from the jurisdiction of the 
treasury and make the duty of that

“A public official may be the best 
man on earth, but he is thinking con- 
stantly of what he can do to help the 

_ public through his particular depart- 
ment,” Gov. Lowden said. ‘The di- 
tector of finance in Illinois is on the 
other side of the fence, and is think- 
ing only of keeping expenses down. 

“Similarly under a budget system 
the Secretary of the treasury could ex- 
ercige control over the requests for 
appropriations by the various depart- 
ments. It would not do to place the 
budget authority in any official of 
lesser rank than a cabient member, 
because cabinet members otherwise
